Eastern Navy Yards 
May Be Curtailed

‘ACING an almost unprecedented scare- 
ity of work for the Navy Yards on 
the East Coast, the Navy Department is 
seeking ways and means for averting this 
fall wholesale dismissal of personnel. 

Always a problem, the maintenance 
of existing organizations is becoming 
acute owing to the fact that with comple- 
tion of the work on the Utah, New York 
and Wyoming about the first of next No- 
vember, there will be no modernization 
program started for several months as 
the plans for starting work on the Okla- 
homa and Nevada to dovetail with the 
present work went awry with the failure 
of the Deficiency Bilt to pass during the 
closing days of the last Congress. 

Unbalanced Situation. 

Ever since the transfer of the major 
portion of naval forces afloat to the Pa- 
cific there has been an unbalanced situa- 
tion with reference to the shore estab- 
lishment. With six yards on the East 
Coast it has been a problem to maintain 
the organization, the amount of repair 
work available being insufficient to keep 
them going. This situation has been 
further added to by putting two cruisers 
and the Submarine V6 in the West Coast 
yards. 

Offsetting it however has been the 
work of modernization which has helped 
three of the larger yards to carry on— 
with the Utah at Boston, the Wyoming 
at Philadelphia and the Mew York at 
Norfolk. This work will be finished by 
November 1 and with the delay in start- 
ing on the Oklahoma and Nevada these 
three face a serious shortage of work 
which will necessitate the discharge of 
a large number of men and the conse- 
quent disruption of the organization with 
the loss of trained_ technical personnel 
that can hardly be replaced. It will fur- 
ther mean a material increase in the cost 
of the work on the Oklahoma and Ne- 
vada as it will be several months later 
before they can be started on. 





Editors’ Cruise Plans. 

'PWO score editors and publishers will 

witness the maneuvers in the Narra- 
gansett Bay area during the week of 
May 16 and during the following week 
will be given an opportunity to attend a 
number of lectures at the Naval War 
College and make an inspection of the 
Navy’s activities there and at the New 
London submarine base. 

The editors will be assigned to various 
ships and will be given every opportunity 
to inspect the fighting craft at close 
quarters and to get first-hand informa- 
tion of the fleet’s preparation, solution 
and execution of tactical and strategical 
problems with war conditions simulated. 

The purpose of the Navy’s invitation 
to these editors and publishers is to give 
them first-hand information about the 
Navy’s activities in order that through 
them the people of the country will be 
given a better understanding of the or- 
ganization, duties and development of the 
Navy. 

In 1924 85 leading journalists of the 
country were guests of the Navy during 
the Caribbean maneuvers and in 1926 
54 saw the fleet in action off Hawaii and 
accompanied the fighting forces to Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. 

As has always been the custom the 
editors will be subsisted in the officers’ 
messes of the ships and will pay their 
share, as the officers do, of the cost of the 
food and will also pay their own travel 
expenses from their homes to the fleet 
and return.

Clever Moves By Hoover and Hughes in Disarmament Effort 





‘THE editors of the country have been busily engaged this past week commenting 
upon three events of world importance: 
1. Secretary Hoover’s advice to bankers not to make foreign loans for military 
purposes. 
2. Failure of the Preparatory Disarmament Conference at Geneva. 
3. Secretary Hughes’ speech on disarmament before the International 
Society. 
Obviously, what Mr. Hoover said was dictated by the future results of the 
Geneva Negotiations and the proposed Naval Limitation Conference in which the 
United States, Great Britain and Japan will take part. The statement which has 
received general approval from American editors was the following: 
If nations would refuse to allow the lending of money for the balancing 
of budgets, for purposes of military equipment or war purposes, or even for that 
type of public works which does not bring some direct or indirect productive return, 
a great number of blessings would follow to the entire world.” 
Simultaneously with Mr. Hoover’s announcement, France proclaimed her pur- 
pose to defend both her frontiers. 
‘HE Hearst papers argue that Secretary Hughes should be the first to urge naval 
equality. They refer to his sorrowful chronicling of the failure of attempts 
to substitute law for force in the world; of the League’s World Court refusal to 
accept the Senate amendments; of the nonratification of the poison gas treaties, and 
finally the breakdown of the meeting in Geneva of the Preparatory Disarmament

Commission. And then they recall what Mr. Hughes said on Navy Day, 1922, eight 
months after the consummation of the Washington Disarmament Treaty:

United States. That, in my judgment, is the way to peace and security.” 

Long before the final curtain was lowered on the Geneva meeting the last of 
April, editors predicted the outcome. Since its adjournment they have labeled it 
“fiasco” and “failure.” 

The diametrically opposed opinions of England and France on the question of 
the submarine and the lining up by France of her satellite smaller European nations 
have, according to many editors, been the chief reasons that the commission obtained 
no progress toward the desired goal. Many editors further expressed the opinion 
that there is no real desire to disarm in Europe. 


THE Minneapolis Tribune (Republican) is of the opinion that the prospects for 
disarmament are not as “bright as they look,” and while they may seem roseate 
to “the congenial optimist, to us they look uncommonly poor.”

The Urumia 
Plain was inhabited by Mohammedans 
and Christians who had lived alongside 
each other since the time of Mohammed. 
The Christians had been converted by 
the early missionaries of the church and 
had maintained the Christian religion 
for more than a thousand years—about 
fifteen hundred years. They had been 
subjected to periodical persecutions by 
their Mehammedan neighbors and par- 
ticularly, by Turks Kurds coming down 
from the mounts of Kurdestan to rob, 
murder and enslave. They were Chris- 
tians like ourselves, differing only in the 
fact that they had been subject to perse- 
cution fer over a thousand years. 
Some Went With Army. 

Netwithstanding these persecutions, 
they had maintained the Christian _ re- 
ligion although living in a Mohammedan 


State. Disregarding the neutrality of 
Persia, the Russian army quickly de- 
scended into northwest Persia and oc- 


cupied the Urumia Plain protecting both 
Mohammedans and Christians. In the 
dead of night and in midwinter, the ap- 
palling news was conveyed to the Chris- 
tian population that their protectors 
were about to leave. Each individual 
was put to the task of a sudden decision. 
Shall we leave everything and follow the 
Russian army? Shall we stay here or 
shall we flee inte the city to the pro- 
tection of the unarmed missionaries. Be- 


tween ten and twenty thousand men, 
women and children decided to follow 
the Russian army. We need not follow 


the bloody trail of their march through 
the snow, with no preparation other than 
the hasty grabbing of a handful of food. 
It suffices to say that old men and old 
women, the sick and the infirm, perished 
by the wayside and the wake of the 


army was litered by the corpses of those 
who were unable to withstand the cold, 
the hunger and the fatigue. 

Children were born by the wayside, 
and mothers wrapping the new-born in-

There was grim reso- 
lution, but that they should perish by 
the sword, and that right quickly was 
manifest to these descendants of a per- 
secuted race. Unarmed and unresisting 
they would be slaughtered with bar- 
barous cruelty. Children slaughtered be- 
fore mothers, mothers slaughtered be- 
fore children; husbands before wives and 
wives before husbands. Little children, 
their brains dashed out. This was the 
picture in the minds of these who looked 
through the mission gate and saw the 
armed soldiers approaching. 

What could the missionaries do? They 
were unarmed, they could pray and they 
did pray. They had a flag, an American 
flag. They hoisted it over the gateway. 
They stood under its folds awaiting the 
approach of the head of the army. One 
of them recounted to me the story of 
the conversation when the officer in 
charge of this army reached the gate.

“What right have you to fly that 
flag?” 
“We, sir, are American citizens en- 


titled to the protection of that flag.” 

Brave words were these, in tae days 
of watchful waiting, in the days of neu- 
trality. Seeing their execution tempo- 
rarily delayed the people in the com- 
pound quieted somewhat and listened to 
the conversation. They saw the mission- 
aries standing firm. Hope began to rise 
in their breasts. And then, marvel of 
marvels, the army answering the com- 
mand “Forward march,” moved by the 
mission compound, and when the Chris- 
tians within realized that they had been 
saved, nature demanded some expression 
of their joy and gratitude. They leaped 
for joy, they exulted, they cried; they 
grasped the missionaries, they knelt be- 
fore them; they knelt before the flag; 
they reached up towards the stars of 
hope on its field of blue; they cried in 
ecstasy “The flag, the flag, it saved us!” 
And that is what the American flag 
meant to twenty thousand people in far- 
off Urumia in the early days of Jan- 
vary, 1915. 

The Flag in Nicaragua. 

It was in August, 1925, seated at a 
banquet table in Corinto, Nicaragua, 
given by the Nicaraguan Minister of 
War and of Foreign Affairs, that this 
Nicaraguan cabinet officer told our Sec- 
retary of the Navy of an incident which 
eccurred in the Nicaraguan Parliament. 
Before recounting the incident, it should 
be said that the oecasion of the visit of 
the Secretary of the Navy was the with- 
drawal of the United States Marine Le- 
gation Guard, which had been at the 
capital of Nicaragua, Managua, for 
nearly fifteen years. Marines had been 
sent by our Government at the time 
Celauia was dictator of Nicaragua. There 
had been so long a period of peace and 
happiness that it seemed desirable that 
the marines should leave Nicaragua. 
Some of our politicians at home were 
loudly demanding that our marines be 
recalled. We had already twice deferred 


_the calling at the earnest insistence of 


the government of Nicaragua, but it 
seemed that if they were ever to be with- 
drawn then was the time when every- 
thing was peaceful and quiet, and order 
and good government seemed to be 
firmly established. It was a_ gallant 
sight that met the officers and men on

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Ail Services Do Rescue Work. 
QGECRETARY of War Dwight F. Davis, 
\" Maj. Gen. Harry Jadwin, U. S. A., 
Chief of Engineers are with Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover in the devastated 
regions making a careful survey. Army 
Engineers will make recommendations, 
in conjunction with the Mississippi River 
Commission, on what is required to do 
away with the flood menace and these 
recommendations will probably be _ in- 
corporated in both Secretary Davis’ and 
Gen. Jardwin’s annual reports. 

Relief work in the Seventh Corps 
Area, Maj. Gen. B. A. Poore, U. S. A., 
commanding, has been along the same 
lines described by General Craig for the 
Fourth Corps Area. In addition, Army 
and National Guard airmen are render- 
ing invaluable aid throughout’ the 
flooded region carrying food, vaccine, etc., 
to concentration camps refugees and 
marooned groups. Army engineers are 
doing heroic work in maintaning the 
levees and checking breaks. 

Navy Planes Patrol Area. 

All flight training at the Naval Air 
Station at Pensacola, Fla., has been sus- 
pended and the entire personnel as well 
as material is now in the service of sav- 
ing life in the flooded areas of the Miss- 
issippi Valley under command of Capt. 
F. B. Upham, U. S. N. With 29 planes 
in the flooded area or ordered there as 
well as all tugs at the air base the ac- 
tivities of the station are now concen- 
trated in the manifold duties devolving 
about the use of the planes, tugs, and 
smal! boats. 

Coast Guard Does Rescue Work. 

When the complete story of the rescue 
work in the Mississippi River Valley is 
written, the work of the Coast Guard 
will occupy a prominent part in the ac- 
count of the agencies which rendered 
outstanding aid and alleviated suggering 
in the area visited by this national ca- 
lamity.

NAVY AIR BOARD MEETS. 
TINDER orders of Secretary Wilbur, a 
special Aviation Board, headed by,

AJ. GEN. C. P. SUMMERALL, U. S. 
A., Chief of Staff, outlined the need 
of adequate defense forces for “national 
insurance” in a speech at the Presi- 
dental Life Insurance Company dinner in 
New York City May 5. He emphasized 
the wastefulness of unpreparedness and 
refuted the exaggerations of the cost of 

national defense. 

He said in part: 

There has been considerable exaggeration 
as to the cost of our national defense. There 
are those who maintain that all pensions, 
all fund. for the relief, care, and rehabili- 
tation of veterans, and all payments for 
the ..duction of huge national debts in- 
curred in time of war, should legitimately 
be charged to the national defense. Rather 
they are for the most part distinctly 
chargeable to lack of national defense, and 
to hysterical efforts for the preparation of 
war after war had loomed upon us. They 
are the belated payments with heavy penal 
ties and tremendous interest rates, which 
resulted from failure to maintain our in- 
surance during days of comparative peace 
and afluence. Let me quote figures from the 
Federal Budget for the fiscal year 1928, to 
demonstrate its actual cost. In round num- 
bers, the budget provided for Federal ex- 
penditures to the total of $3,256,000,000. 
Of this sum, $568,000,000, or approximately 
17's per cent of the total, was allotted for 
the military activities of the War and 
Navy Department, &.1 per cent for the 
Army, and 9.4 per cent for the Navy. This 
total \.as provided not only for the mainte- 
nance of the permanent establishments, but 
for the training of all the civilian elements 
of the Army and Navy. But the actual cost 
to each citizen of the United States for 
the national defense is considerably below 
the figures I have indicated, for the main- 
tenance of security from external aggres- 
sion devolves almost solely upon the Federal 


Government. When the total expenditures 


of national, State, and local governments 
are considered, the cost of national de- 
fense is amazingly small. For instance, of 


the tax dollar of the cities of New York, 
Chicago, St. Louis, New Orleans, and San 
Francisco, approximately 52 cents are spent 
for city purposes, 15 cents for State pur- 
poses, and 33 cents for Federal purposes. 
Of the latter, less than 5 cents of the tax 
collected goes for the maintenance of the 
national defense. 


The best records ever made in recruit- 
ing in peace time in the’ United States, 
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has been broken during the past four 
months ended April 30 by the recruiting 
district of New York City of which Maj.

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Officers Give Views On Army Promotion 





(Continued from First Page.) 
had a hard task before it in the promotion 
study. 
Against Drastic Measures. 

“We should go slow on drastic measures 
of elimination. The promotion § study is 
a complex one, but after each war, there 
has been a hump in the promotion list. 
After the Civil War there were officers with 
the most efficient records, who remained 
First Lieutenants for some 30 years, and 
the late Colonel Whistler, of the Coast Ar- 
tilery, was one of them. There was an- 
oth-» hump after the War with Spain, and 
while it may take some years to get a nor- 
mal flow of promotion under the present 
situation, it is better to keep this than to 
eliminate any competent officers out of the 
Army. and besides it is an injustice to offi- 
cers who have entered the Army for a 
career.” 

Single List Advocated. 
A number of officers advanced the opin- 


ion that there should be one single list 
for all officers from and inecuding Major 
General down. “Every officer should have 
an assurance of promotion if qualified,” 


said one of the officers. “If a colonel, for 
example, has reached the position of senior 
in his grade on the list, after running the 
gauntlet of classification boards he is cer- 
tainly fit for advancement to brigadier gen- 
eral, The same can be said of a brigadier 
general who reaches the head of his grade. 
He should be next in line for promotion, 
and thus all favoritism and wire pulling in 
the making of general officers would be 
avoided, and every senior in his grade who 
deserves advancement would go up auto- 
matically. 

“The pay and promotion of an officer is 
the very basis of his existence, and should 
be assured. There should be no uncer- 
tainty.” 

“It has been pointed out,” said an offi- 
cer of long experience, “that the Navy 
has a much better plan of promotion than 
as the Army, and that it should be adopted. 
But the Navy it seems now is far from 
being satisfied with its promotion plan. 
For the first two or three years, the plan 
of selecting Navy officers for promotion 
worked, and a lot of dead wood was elim- 
inated. Now it seems there is great dis- 
satisfaction in the Navy, for dead wood is 
scarce, and the result is that a number of 
valuable officers have been eliminated who 
should have been kept on the active list. 
and other efficient officers will be forced 
to walk the plank in the future. Under 
such conditions is the Navy promotion plan 
wise to adopt for the Army? It is a very 
serious question to consider.”

THE President of the Reichstag in Berlin issued a statement on the interrupted 

disarmament negotiations at 
that is worthy of American consideration. 

“Obscure as the clouds of April in the springtime heaven,” oratorically ex- 
claimed Herr Loche, “new menaces appear on the political horizon. Despite the 
terrible experiences of the World War, we are aiding the return of the offensive 
policy of violence. So-called Leagues of Peace prepare the way to war, and ten 
years after the intervention of Wilson secret diplomacy reigns more than ever. 
What passed at the Disarmament Conference no longer permits belief in honesty. 
The conquered of yesterday will they not cry out to the victors: ‘Judge your states- 
men by their acts and not by their words if you would avert an immense catastrophe, 
of which you yourselves will be the victims?’ ” 

Le Temps, the semiofficial organ of the French Government, blames Great Brit- 
ain primarily and the United States secondarily for the failure at Geneva. It 
frankly admits that the work of the Preparatory Commission has reached an im- 
passe, and that only through long and delicate “conversations” between the several 
governments can a solution of the disarmament question be evolved. Of course, 
France, conscious of her rectitude, is not to be criticized—her political combination 
against the proposals of the United States and Great Britain was the result of an 
unity of interest between herself and her Allies. But it is to be noted that, free from 
any restrictions resulting from Geneva, she is going ahead with the construction of 
expensive fortified lines on her northern and southern frontiers and is authorizing 
the building of additional cruisers and submarines. 

Thus the two largest powers of Europe—for Germany’s comeback is a mere 
matter of time—are proceeding along the same lines of offensive defense which they 
pursued prior to the World War. Germany wants France disarmed to the level of 
her disarmament or she wants the right to rearm without restraint. Italy has no 
intention of falling behind France. Thus the situation in Europe is a mere continu-

At the present time or 20 years after 
passage of said act it will cost the Govern- | 
ment $15 per month to feed the soldier 
after July 1, 1927; $4.61 per month to 
clothe him. Not taking into consideration 
any allowance for quarters, fuel or light, 
75 per cent of the cost of the ration and 
clothing at the present day would be $14.70 
per month or $8.45 per month more than 
the existing act allows him. The first clause 
of the act (“may then be in receipt of”) 
without the qualifying second clause (“and 
that said allowances shall be as follows”) 
might be interpretated as meaning that the 
enlisted man would get 75 per cent of the 
actual pay and allowances he was receiving 
at the date of his retirement. I believe 
this was what was intended by the framers 
of the act, and in law the intent is the law. 

In justice to the retiring enlisted man of 
the present day, should not his allowance 
have the same purchasing power as that of 
his comrade who retired 20 years ago?

I ISTORIANS give full credit to Com- 
modore Thomas MacDonough, that 
doughty son of Newcastle County, Del-
